2. (U) The activities of the Office of Security during

a. (0) On 1 June, four representatives of this 
Office completed a Ballistics Test Program which 
developed controlled data on the bullet- resistant 
characteristics of various commercially-available 
opaque and transparent materials. 

* b. (C) A manuscript entitled Dirty; Work was 
initially nailed to the FBI by an anonymous donor, 
and subsequently provided to the Domestic Contact 
Division and the Office of Security. Analysis of 
the manuscript indicated that it was unusually 
accurate, correctly identifying 108 of 109 current 
or former employees of CIA. On 2 June Office of 
Security analysis regarding the names was provided 
to the Office of General Counsel, which is 
attempting to determine if the author is a 
current or former employee of this Agency. 

c. (U) On 7 June, a representative of this 
Office besan a comprehensive safety inspection 
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d. (U) In support of the Agency's Health and 
Safety Program, the long-awaited Industrial 
Hygienist has reported for Office of Security 
duty. Programs are being formulated and equip- 
ment procurement lists are being compiled.

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3. We have been advised that the Office of Security 
will be required to address all federal and state 
generated material pertaining to Eldridge and Kathleen 
Cleaver suit against the government. Up to this point, 
the Office of Security has had to deal with Agency 
generated documents only. It will take approximately one 
week to process material held in the Office of Security 
that relates to this lawsuit. 
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6. During May 1978, a total of 96 Industrial 
Polygraph examinations were conducted at various 
companies. Reportable information was disclosed in 
28 of these cases. During FY 78 to date, 351 examina- 
tions have been conducted at 13 companies. Only four 
refusals have been encountered. 


7. From 30 May to 2 June, the Office provided 
12 professionals to conduct a surveillance training 6 ^ 
exercise for Soviet East Europe Division. Exercises 
were conducted in Washington, D.C. and Baltimore, 
Maryland. A total of 360 manhours were expended.
